Nor does the speech 
of the new President of the German Re- 
public, with its talk of “combating domi- 
nation with force to the utmost,” attest a 


proper appreciation of the realities of 


Germany’s.position. It is unquestionable 
that the existence of this spirit in Ger- 


‘Many is creating grave dissatisfaction in 


France with the leisurely working of the 
Paris Conference; and the situation has 
not been eased by reports of strikes and 
other troubles in Great Britain, which in- 
epire German hopes that France may find 
herself left in the lurch. There has arisen in 
France a demand, insistent and perfectly 
intelligible—especially in view of the recent 
disclosures of Germany’s plans for the 


destruction of French industry—that the 


Allies shall settle with Germany before 
they proceed to put the rest of the world 
in order. 


No responsible person, in France or 


elsewhere, suggests that there is any pro- 
bability of Germany’s attempting to renew 
the war. There is a danger, however, that 
through delay a situation may arise in 
which the imposition of the Allies’ terms

Up to the present 
no grants have been máile to discharged 
oficers and men who are eager to renew 
or to begin work in Dublin University.

Further- 
more, it has arranged—in the case 
of those Universities—to give interim 
grants for the current term where 
sufficient enquiry. cannot be made for the 
settling of permanent grants.

No 
scheme has been published, and, of course, 
no interim grants are being made. The 
delay is grossly unfair to men who de- 
serve nobly of their country. Students 
who wish to resume their courses, but 
have not the means, are compelled to wait 
in uncertainty: their discharge gratuities 
are being exhausted and their time wasted,

SiR,—it i hardly a matter for question that 
telephone facilities in Dublin are open to im- 
provement, and the time is probably opportune 
to suggest that Dublin should be placed on the

As the 
subscriber by a very simple action secures for 
himself the number he requires, he has only 
himself to blame for a mistake, which can, 
however, be blotted out, so to speak, in a 
moment 
_ An advantage which would be particularly an 
improvement on the present service in Dublin 
As that there is no delay in clearing the line 
and securin succession of calls without 
tedious waiting and worrying. The system has 
also advantages for use in the country, as small 
exchanges irinn no operator, can be kept 
working at night. Costs of maintenan com- 
pare well with those of “ manual ”’ exchanges. 
This matter is one which should be well. worth 
the investigation and support of the. Dublin

“In 1915, Japan, in a desire to bring about a 
rapprochement with China, and to eettle out- 
standing differences because of conflicts which 
had occurred at various points, made certain 
demands upon China, and included among these 
demands certain expressiogs as to what she 
would desire further in case Chine were willing 
to grant Concessions. I make reference 
to this beeause we desire to clear the 
table of matters which confuse the, public 
mind to some extent. In the matter of 
these dematids ahd the adjunct or rider thereto, 
gonsiderable misunderstandings have, I think, 
occurred, and much blame has been laid et the 
door of Japan.. [am not prepared here and 
now to discuss the rights and wrongs of that 
situation which is past and done with. But 
out of the negotiations came a treaty or egree- 
ment entered into between China and Japan 
under which Japan agreed to restore Kiauchau 
to China.

SHANTUNG AGREEMENT. 

“These engagements were entered into 
by China, and subsequently in. 1918 
an arrangement was entered into regarding 
international settlements in Tsingtau and,/some 
other concessions by China, giving Japan oppor- 
tunity for co-operation with China in the de- 
velopment of Shantung, in consideration for 
the return of Tsingtau and Kiau-Chau.
